A no-tax-increase budget of 
$1,086,683 for 1963-64 found} 
swift approval at Tuesday 
night’s Menlo Park City Coun- 
cil meeting. 


Councilmen, who have been 
keeping tabs on progress of 
the spending via study meet- 
ings, did not dally long with 
the final figures presented by 
City Manager John R. Johnson. 

Approval was also given to 
continuing the city tax rate 
at 79 cents per $100 of as- 
sessed value. This includes a 
73-cent basic rate plus six 
cents as the city’s share of 
employee retirement plan 
costs. 

Johnson explained that the 
budget total differed slightly 
from the one given at the most 
recent study meeting. 

Final assessed value of real 
property in the city has since 
arrived, meaning an additional 
$10,000 in tax income. And 
the administration also shaved 
expenditures here and there, 
Johnson said. 

As compiled by the county 
assessor, Menlo Park real prop- 
erty is valued, for taxing pur- 
poses, at $62,194,764. This is a 
7.2 per cent climb from the 
1962-63 valuation of $57,941,438. 

Although the budget shows 

a touch of red ink at this 
point, Johnson feels that the 

trend of sales tax increases 

and revenue from the new 


good way toward erasing it.

This is the belief of San Ma- 
tea County Undersheriff Wes- 
ley Pomeroy, who originated 
the seminar idea.

As We See It: 


Zoning Integrity 
Key to Value 


Last week, the Menlo Park planning commission found 
itself faced with another proposal to cut up a large lot in 
the city’s “residential estate” zone. They turned it down, 
because it would have resulted in the official establishment 
of a lot three thousand feet smaller than the 20,000 square 
foot minimum lot size established for the zone. 

Recognizing that most people don’t take much interest 
in zoning matters or the action of the planners unless their 
own property of neighborhood is affected, we'd like to 
hazard a few thoughts: 

1. Zoning integrity—that is, consistency of land use 
patterns and assurance by authority such as the city that 
property rights will be protected—builds property values. 

2. Higher property values result in higher property 
taxes. These in tum result in a new “exclusiveness;” there 
are some people who can’t afford to meet the price of liv- 
ing in such a zone. 

3. There is a tendency on the part of alert people to 
“cash in” on an investment which has increased in value, 
for whatever reason. 

4, We therefore can expect that there will continue to 
be new moves to modify, resubdivide or otherwise get new 
saleable lots in an area which as it now stands is essentially 
built upon to the maximum. There will also be attempts 
to change the zoning, so that the character of the general 
area will be changed. There’s money to be made out of 
this, and many people like money and will apply a variety 
of devices to obtain it legally. 

On the basis of these related thoughts, we feel justi- 
fied in hazarding a guess that the planning commission can 
expect new requests for modification of the essential nature 
of the “residential estate” through the years to come. 

Some minor modifications may indeed be justified, on 
the basis of hardship. Others can be justified on the basis 
that profit-making is an essential characteristic of our soc- 
iety, and if not excessive, should be encouraged. | 

But then, there’s the other consideration: The only 
reason the “residential” estate area is as valuable as it is, 
is because its zoning integrity, as is, has been preserved. 

A majority of the residents of the area, it would ap- 
pear from the pursuasions of those who attend planning 
commission meetings, favors the status quo. 

Should this continue to be true, the planners could 
save themselves an awful lot of time and applicants for 
zone changes, variances, substandard resubdivisions and 
what have you could save an awful lot of filing fee money, 
if the planning commission were simply to adopt a “great 
stone face” attitude. 

They could let it be known, more firmly, that they're 
really not too interested in allowing changes of essential 
character in any residential area in the city. 

Still, there'd be property developers and individual 
home-owners who would come forward with ideas for 
changes. And there is also the evolutionary process which 
dictates that, as time goes on, the essential character of 
an area ought to change. 

All things considered, we think that the consideration 
they give every proposal is a reflection of the highest con- 
cept of the democratic process.

Teen-age members of a club named the Assyrians were 
holding a “record hop” in a Belle Haven area home when 
a ruckus started that caused eight arrests by Menlo Park 
police. 


The club has not been known as one which 
causes trouble.

But group members were unable to call a halt to the 
scrap which somehow broke out—and the trouble moved 
out into the street. 

Perhaps adult supervision is more necessary than 
some teenagers would care to admit.

Legislat

26th District, California State Legislature 


In today’s world, legislating 
for an economic and govern- 
mental unit as large as Cali- 
fornia cannot well be limited 
on a stop-and-go basis. Our 
growth is never-ending, and 
problems demanding action 
don’t come in_ session-sized 
packages. That is why our in- 
terim work keeps expanding, 
both in volume and importance. 

The Senate and the Assembly 
are now both preparing for 
their activity during the per- 
iod before the 1965 regular ses- 
sion. 

The Senate has re-adopted 
its previous pattern of 13 fact- 
finding committees, 12 of 
which are responsible for spec- 
ific subjects ranging from ag- 
riculture to water, the last for 
“general research.” 


The Assembly also renewed 
its group of 27 interim com- 
mittees, and added a new one 
with general responsibility. 

Right now, the rules com. 
mittees of the two houses 
are deciding the expense al- 
locations which will be given 
to the various committees for 
their needs. Based upon past 
experience, a total of several 
hundred thousand dollars 
will be required. 

As I have written here be- 
fore, these interim groups will 
certainly have their work cut 
out for them during the next 
eighteen months. 

More than 500 Assembly 
bills, plus about 200 resolutions 
will be referred to the interim 
committees of that house for 
study and recommendation.

About half that number will 
be sent to the Senate groups. 

As needs require, meetings 
will be scheduled in many com- 
munities all over the state in 
months to come. Thus, many 
more individuals will be able 
to participate directly in legi- 
slative consideration of mat- 
ters in which they are con- 
cerned, than could do so if all 
meetings were held in Sacra- 
mente during sessions.

The abrupt end of the pro 
gram to import Mexican na- 
tionals — braceros — creates a 
very serious situation for the 
producers of some of our most 
important crops. If Congress 
persists in its refusal to extend 
the program, California will be 
confronted with the immediate 
necessity of developing an ade- 
quate substitute labor supply, 
or with practically the total 
loss of these crops.

In education, the number of 
topics on committee agendas 
is large. Salary levels for col- 
lege instructors, research at 
state colleges, a new formula 
for public school support, seem 
the most important. 

Many bills relating to the 
benefits and financing of the 
social insurance programs will 
be on the dockets of some com- 
mitees. Serious problems of fi- 
nancing on a sound basis are 
very evident.

groups of all sizes. 

The building stands in mark- 
ed contrast to the “temporary” 
buildings in which the ree de- 
partment ‘has been housed 
since the city got title to the 
civic center in 1948. It’s mo- 
dern, large, and permanent. 

Those who believe that a 
“recreation plant” should con- 
sist only of such things as the 
city had before — a swimming 
pool, little theater, gym, play- 
ground and ball fields — might 
be a little taken aback by the 
size and beauty of the new 
plant. 

They needn’t be, though, 
because the building opens 
up lots of entirely new fields 
for the city’s recreation de- 
partment to exploit in the 
way of providing leisure 
time activities. And many es- 


tablished groups have alrea- 
dy signed up to rent space 
in the building for regular 
meetings. These will keep 
parts of the building in use 
for a substantial percentage 
of the total number of hours 
it is available. 

Readers of the works of Dr. 
C. Northcote Parkinson, the 
noted economist who discover- 
ed “Parkinson’s Law” and who 
did important studies in the 
field of staff accumulation, will 
have to be cautious in apply- 
ing some of his principles to 
the new building. 

One of the principles he re- 
cited is to the effect that when 
a business or government 
builds its “final permanent 
headquarters,” the essentially 
important work of that busi- 
ness is already over. 

Dr. Parkinson explains that 
if such an agency has time to 
think about such expenditures, 


the great days of accomplish- 
ment are past. 

This particular principle 
doesn’t apply to the new rec- 
reation center, however, as 
an examination will show. 

The extensive facilities avail- 
able, for one thing, aren’t for 
the delectation and delight of 
the staff; they’re for the use 
of the “customers.” 

It is obvious, then, that the 
staff has hopes of attracting 
many more of these “custo 
mers” — members of the pub- 
lic at large — and the limit to 
how many they can attract is 
largely a matter of how much 
imagination, time and talent is 
expended in finding and devel- 
oping new rec programs for 
the building. 

It might be noticed that the 
offices for the staff of the rec 
department in the new build- 
ing are fairly well ordered, 
compared to the old rec of- 
fices in the gym and the city’s 
main administrative offices in 
its two-piece city hall. 

The same was true of the 
“staff space” in the Menlo 
Park library at the time it 
was built. 

But since then the library’s 
work load has increased so 
tremendously that the “staff 
space” has become pretty 
crowded and the atmosphere is 
like that of any crowded office, 
such as those in the older civic 
center buildings. 

Compared to the offices of 
people in private business, the 
city offices — new and old — 
are probably a little below 
standard. Whether the archi- 
tect designed them that way to 
short circuit cries of “extrava- 
gance” or not is unknown. But 
if you drop in on a stock and 
bond office manager, a corpo- 
ration executive or a minor 


capitalist, you’re apt to find 
that he has a pretty nice place 
in which to work. 

Dr. Parkinson noted that 
there are a couple of excep- 
tions to his rules about how 
completeness of relating “final 
permanent headquarters” to 
the actual amount of work that 
gets done. 

Publishing and research or- 

ganizations, he said, custo- 
marily operate in atmos- 
pheres of “chaotic squalor.” 

This is true in some cases, at 
least, though there’s been a 
tendency in at least a part of 
the publishing field—the news- 
paper field—to modify this. 

There are now newspapers 
the city rooms of which are fur- 
nished with desks purchased 
when new, air conditioning, 
and acoustic floors and ceil- 
ings. The writer has even been 
in a city room in which there 
was music “piped in,’ where 
the sound of the press was ne- 
ver heard ,and which had 
members on its staff who had 
never been in the composing 
room to see a typesetting ma- 
chine in operation. 

It will be argued that Stan- 
ford Research Institute doesn’t 
operate in an atmosphere of 
“chaotic squalor,” either. Its 
handsome new buildings fac- 
ing Ravenswood Avenue cer- 
tainly aren’t the result of “mak- 
ing do.” 

But go around to the back. 

There you'll find the old Dib- 
ble Hospital wards still occu- 
pied, turning out their intangi- 
ble but important product in 
huge lots. We'll hazard a guess 
that if you hunted around, 
you’d be able to find somebody 
on the SRI staff who'd point 
to the old “temporary” build- 
ings and tell you, “The import- 


ant work gets done in these.” 


25 Years Ago: 
Dog Races 
Reported 
For Area 


The files of the Menlo Park 
Recorder reveal that, 25 
years ago this week, the fol- 
lowing items, here repro- 
duced exactly as first pub 
shed, were news in the 
young community. 


August 12, 1938: 


Nine survivors in the $1000- 
added California pup derby 
will race for fame and fortune 
tomorrow (Saturday) night at 
Baden Kennel Club in one of 
the racing classics of the 
“Sport of Queens.” 

Twenty - five speedy grey- 
hounds were nominated for the 
rich purse, and nine starters to- 
morrow night are the survivors 
of elimination events. 

The race is limited to Cali- 
fornia-bred two-year-olds and 
under, and the greyhound 
breeders brought scores of 
young speedsters to the track 
this year for the blue ribbon 
title event. Thirty-four grey- 
hounds were nominated origin- 
ally. By final entry date nine 
of these had been dropped 
from the list. 

Rural Rebel, the track cham- 
pion, was the outstanding fav- 
orite to win the pup derby this 
year, but there was an outside 
chance that some unknown 
would come up from the ranks 
to take the champion’s meas- 
ure. 

Last year just such an event 
transpired when Plum Shot, 
the greenest dog in the derby 
with only one offiical race be- 
fore the elimination events, 
won in sparkling style to be- 
come the greyhound here of 
the year. 


Summer Problem: 


School District Collecting For Vandal—Caused Damage 


Menlo Park and Atherton po- 
lice have identified vandals 
who have participated in 
“raids” on local schools so far 
this summer and the parents 
are now paying for the damage. 

So reported School District 
Business Manager John Rich- 
ert this week, in praising the 
work of the two departments. 

Richert added a strong word 
of approval for county juvenile 
probation department workers 
and judges, who have been 
called in in some cases. 

Payment for some of the 
damage was assessed as part 
of the penalty by the juve- 
nile court and has been re- 
mitted to the district with- 
out the identity of the child 
involved being known, Rich- 
ert said. 


Other cases are handled on 
the basis of direct negotiation 
between parents and the school 
district. The district’s bills are 
forwarded on the basis of firm 
evidence gathered by the po- 
lice departments 

Richert said that vandalism 
has included, mainly, breakage 
of glass and the coloring of 
walls with ‘spray can” paint. 

Raids with the latter were 
made at Oak Knoll, Hillview 
and Laurel schools. 


Cost of repairs — aside from 
normal ‘fair wear and tear” 
which is figured in the case of 
some glass breakage in the 
course of sports activities — 
was estimated at between $300 
and $400, Richert said. 

Without checking the record, 
he said he believed that all out- 
standing vandalism cases for 
the summer are cleared up.

SHOPPING CENTER 
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In Your Garden: 


Experts Suggest Plants 
For Sun-Drenched Spots 


Some plants, like people, are 
sun worshippers. Give them a 
full day in the blazing August 
sun and they only ask for more. 
Give them shade, and they sulk 
or otherwise show their discon- 
tent. 

The season when these sun- 
worshipping members of our 
plant world can be of use is 
hard upon us, so if you wonder- 
ed what to plant against the 
heat-drenched south wall or on 
a sun-baked hillside, visit your 
local nursery now. Nurserymen 
suggest any of the following 
will do the job and do it well: 

One sun-loving perennial that 
has long been a California fav- 
orite is the lavender — that 
plant of great sentimeneal at- 
‘ttachments. The old fashioned 
English Lavender hasn’t chang- 
ed much since our grandmoth- 
er’s day and is still a ruggedly 
attractive shrub for sunny bor- 
ders and beds. Its gay foliage 


and spikes of lavender flowers 
are easy to live with and easy 
to combine with other colors. 
There are newer lavenders, 
however, and nurserymen sug- 
gest taking a look at them. One 
of these, the Munstead Laven- 
der, is especially dwarf, seldom 
growing over a foot in height. 
It is an excellent choice for the 
base of a sunny wall, or the top 
of a retaining wall on a sunny 
hillside. The blooms have the 
wonderful frangrance which 
one associates with the laven- 
der family. 

Another gray-leaved peren- 
nial which soaks up any am- 
ount of sun is the Dusty Miller. 
There are two or three Dusty 
Millers available in nurseries, 
varying in size from the squat 
edging plant we use to line 
walks and beds to two or three 
foot specimens used to fill in 
the shrub border or to stand 
by themselves

Dusty Millers are all silvery- 
gray, bearing yellow flowers in 
summer which add to the at- 
traction. It is the foliage color 
which we rely on mainly, how- 
ever — through 12 months of 
the year—to combine with oth- 
er colors, primarily those of 
such sun-loving bedders as 
Scarlet Sage or zinnias. In not- 
sovhot garden settings, it can 
be most attractive when com- 
bined with the bronzy tones of 
Fibrous Begonia. 


Similar in color to the Dusty 
Miller is another perennial, 
Silver King Artemesia. This 
one has some silvery foliage. 
but the leaves are much more 
fine cut and the overall appear- 
ance is of a delicate lacy quali- 
ty. The foliage of Silver King 
Artemesia is wonderfully dec- 
orative in bouquets. To prepare 
is for such use, cut in late sum- 
mer and hang upside down in 
a cool, dry place such as your 
garage or basement. You can 
also cut it fresh during winter 
for display indoors, and fine 
display it makes. 


In the garden border, this 
artemesia will grow in a loose, 
mounding form from two to 
three feet high, though the lat- 
ter is unusual. Keep it pruned 
back (by cutting bouquets) to 
discourage ranginess and give 
it all the sun your garden has. 
You can overdo it. 

The unchallenged king of 
our sun worshipping plants is 
the lantana, which never seems 
to get enough heat to hurt it. 
So many wonderful new varie- 
ties of this rugged plant are 
available that the gardener 
owes himself a trip to the nur- 
sery just to see them. Most of 
them are of the low, spreading 
type, but put them on a lattice 
work and they will fan upward 
in a neat espalier. You could- 
n’t ask for a nicer addition to a 
sun-baked wall than one of the 
newer lantanas grown this way. 

All of the plants mentioned 
above are rugged individualists 
who make their own way de- 
spite neglect and unfavorable 
soil conditions.
